High Up Is Now Far Out

Maybe 25 miles up isn't very high any 
more. The good old words “high u p ” are 
giving way to new ones — “ far out” . But 
nearly 25 miles up and out. reached by th .■ 
stub-winged X-15. is the highest that m an 
has ever gone. 
Maj. Robert M. White of the U. S, Air 
Force had no great news to report be­ 
yond his own delight with the deep blues of 
the sky a b o v e and the sight of a vaster 
scope of the big ball than ever a m an had 
seen before. 
Yet in m an's leaping progress toward 
space flight every new stage achieved is 
an excitement. For here is a bit of h u m a n ­ 
ity straining at almost the last b arrier to 
o u t e r space. Behind and below him are 
the Wright biplane, the Lindbergh plane, 
the B-29 that bombed Tokyo, the B-52 jet 
bomber that dropped him at 45.000 feet, 
even the U-2 high altitude reconnaissance 
jet. 
There is the American m ajor—still earth­ 
bound but less so than any other m an that 
ever lived. For he’s riding a rocket. Next, 


m a y b e , he ll go to IOO miles up with 
bigger, more powerful rocket engines in 
the X-15. 
And that is on the edge of the atmos­ 
phere and of space. After that, in turn, 
w o u l d come the day when the first man, 
ascending with no wings at all, is flung into 
orbit from a pure rocket. 
Back again on the big ball, the m ajor has 
his experiences to add to the record made 
by his instruments. He has been weightless 
longer than any other man ever was — 
and weightless is one of the great chall­ 
enges to research.

W hat Is a Celebrity?

I see that the Republicans and 
Democrats are going in for celeb­ 
rities. On one side is tile disting­ 
uished former pugilist from the Jer­ 
sey 
side 
of the Hudson 
River, 
Frank Sinatra; on the ot ter side, 
tile distinguished hoofer, .speaker 
and 
public 
relations 
counsel, 
George Murphy. 
Among the celebrities are such 
persons as Dore 
Schary, 
Helen 
Hayes and Ward Bond, but I ha\e 
not seen Z.-a Zsa Gabor on 
any 
of these lists nor Marilyn Monroe. 
They may be neutral or perhaps 
they belong to splinter parties. 
I 
have 
often 
wondered 
what 
a celebrity is. There are in this 
world 
great 
men 
like Winston 
Churchill or Herbert Hoover; there 
are good men like Dr. Albert Sch­ 
weitzer or 
Dr. Thomas 
Doole\; 
there are learned men such as 
Lord Russell or Dr. James Bi n ant 
Conant; but what is a celebrity? 
The word would give the impres­ 
sion that it has something to do 
with being celebrated. But that 
is 
ambiguous. It could mean disting­ 
uished, renowned, famous or emin- 
tent. It might be used for President 
Eisenhower or for Queen Elizabeth 
ll or Pope John 
XXIII. 
It 
can 
never mean notorious. It could not 
refer, for instance, to a person who 
is the repository of four divorces 
and a fifth one pending. The prop­ 
er term for that would be notorious. 
Nor could it refer to an alcoholic 
or a lady of the nigat. Tile term 
for the latter is unmentionable. It 
could not refer to the obscure, the 
illicit, the trivial. 
And yet the word, celebr.tj, has, 
in our flexible language, come to 
have a special meaning. In com­ 
mon parlance, it is someone who 
belongs to the theater or the mot­ 
ion picture or television industries 
whose names appear in newspap 
ers often. It is a coned term, like 
the word, socialite, which refers to 
a person 
who is often gossiped 
about in the gossip columns. Often 
such persons are noted as eating 
in restaurants, which is quite pat- 
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ural since they are rarely invited 
to homes even among their own 
kind. A socialite may be a gentle 
man or a bum; he may have money 
or be a sponger. His sole require­ 
ment is to be available to escort a 
woman; he must have the accout­ 
rements that go with both a black 
and white tie. 
Tile nature of the socialite is 
quite definable, but not that of the 
celebrity. The socialite is establish­ 
ed by head waiters. The deciding 
factor is w.iat kind of a table such 
a person is shown to at the Strok 
Club, the Colony Restaurant, 
Le 
Pavilion and 21. The celebrity also 
usually gets a good table when he 
or she is in the news. However, 
the celebrity of yesteryear is just 
a poor fish who once had clippings 
to paste into a scrapbook. Some 
tew of them survive by going into 
other trades. Jimmy Walker, for 
.nstanee, wrote one song and 
be 
came a celebrity, but 
he did not 
last at it; he went in tor politics 
and became Mayor of New York. 
Very 
few so-called 
celebrities 
are politicians or could pass a 
simple examination in civics. Dore 
Schary is a Democratic politician 
of the liberal persuasion who tried 
to make Adiai Sttvenson the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for President. At 
any rate, besides being a celebrity, 


he is also a politician and even 
makes speeches. 
My pal, Ward Bond, is strictly 
political in his outlook on life. He 
had led the fight against Commun­ 
ism in Hollywood with great cour­ 
age and perspicacity. Adolphe Men- 
jou, the linguist, is a 
student of 
political 
institutions. 
Apart 
from 
being a celebrity, he is a man who 
adheres to poetical principles and 
fights for them. On the Leftist side 
there are quite a few politicallv- 
conscious persons among the dele 
brities. Some have even had pro­ 
blems with the FBI. 
But these aggregations of celeb 
rities led on the side 
by Frank 
Sinatra and on the other by George 
Murphy are, on the 
whole, folks 
w’ho live in the world of make be 
lieve, who are accustomed to hav­ 
ing their thinking done for them by 
producers, directors, 
agents 
and 
managers. 
How many votes the celebrities 
will bring to each candidate, it is 
difficult to know. I have often won­ 
dered how many votes Lauren Ba 
call made for Harry Truman when

BOYS TOWN, Neb. (A P)—Down 
in the cottages the kids w'ere rock­ 
ing to a platter by Tom m y Sands 
or snapping their fingers to Bobby 
Darin’s rhythm s. 
But on the hill, from the open 
window’s of the music hall, drifted 
some of the W'estern world s old­ 
est music, the Gregorian chant. 
The chant was the focal point for 
more than IOO men and women 
from 32 states and Canada who 
attended Boys Town s annual li­

workshop

ended today. 
“ The chant is the root of West­ 
ern m usic.” says Roger Wagner, 
director 
of

bears his nam e and a m em ber of 
the workshop faculty. 
“ The chant is the suprem e mod­ 
el 
for 
good 
liturgical 
m usic,” 
agrees the Rev. Francis Brunner 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., another 
faculty m em ber. 
In a large measure, the liturgi­ 
cal music of the Catholic Church 
is the music of the High Mass. 
Through 
the 
ages 
the 
chant— 
which takes its nam e from Pope 
Gregory the Great w’ho reigned 
at the turn of the seventh cen­ 
tury—has been the inspiration for 
the music of the Mass. 
The timelessness of the music 
is emphasized by the setting here.

Town, 
the 


haven for homeless boys founded 
by the late F ather Edward F lan a­ 
gan, is strictly 20th century—like 
the music in the cottages where 
the older boys live. 
Except for the Boys Towm Choir, 
the boys themselves were not in­ 
volved in the workshop.

NEW YORK (A PI—The delay in 
the expected upturn in steel output 
is casting a shadow over the fall 
outlook for the general economy. 
Business is used by now to the 
ups and downs in the steel indus­ 
try. 
But 
when 
one of the ups 
doesn't come along on schedule, 
business gets nervous. 
T h a ts 
because 
steel 
has 
the 
nam e of being the basic industry. 
It lags when other industries lose 
their zip. A*d if it lag 
too long, 
pessimism tends to spread to oth­ 
er lines. 
The steel 
mills were first ex ­ 
pected to be firing up idle fur­ 
naces by now for the fall busi­ 
ness revi\ a1 Then Septem ber was 
set as the time for the upswing. 
Now steel spokesmen talk of Oc­ 
tober. And one close observer of 
the industry says only a mild sea­ 
sonal upturn can be expected this 
fall, with the big turnabout de­ 
layed until next spring. 
Why isn’t steel pulling out of 
its sum m er slump? 
There are both current and long 
term answers. 
The 
one 
most 
applied to 
the 
current scene is that steel cus­ 
tom ers 
either have 
more 
ateel 
still in stock than the industry had 
counted on, or their own prod­ 
ucts are moving too slowly for 
them to expand output now. 
Added to this is their knowledge 
that steel is in good supply 
idle 
capacity m eans that any rush of 
orders could be filled without un­ 
due delays and therefore a hand­ 
le mouth 
steel 
inventory 
policy 
can continue. 
Steel s best customer, the auto 
industry, hasn’t put in the ateel 
orders expected. Stocks of m ate­ 
rials seem to be large. Also the 
stocks 
of 1960 cars 
in 
dealers’ 
hands is well above this tim e last 
year. 
Worse, from the ateel point of 
view, is that the big swing to com ­ 
pact cars has meant less buying 
of steel. The smaller cart take 
less, 
and 
as the percentage of 
these cars to total auto output 
grows, 
steel orders shrink. 
Some of steel’s problems are 
long 
term , 
as 
apart 
from 
the 
present cycle 
which 
has 
been 
downgrade since late winter. 
Total production capacity con­ 
tinues to rise. 
It is well above 
present needs, and m any think it 
may be above the needs that the 
next 
big 
business 
upswing 
will 
generate—but not above the level 
that would be needed in a nation­ 
al em ergency. 
And a growing problem if com ­ 
petition 
from 
other 
m aterials. 
Cars 
are 
using 
more 
plastics, 
aluminum 
and 
glass. 
Buildings 
are using 
more concrete, glass, 
aluminum and plastics. Tin coat­ 
ed steel cans vie with glass, pa­ 
per, foil, plastic bottles, squeeze 
tubes in sharing the food industry 
business.
